Panama canal, the closing of the 
dockyard in Jamaica, and the similar 
steps which have beet; taken gener- 
ally throughout our American sta- 
tions are based on policy rather than 
upon mere strategy. As patrol bases 
they would still be useful. 

It is clearly the view of the present 
government, and the matter is one in 
which their decision cannot be re- 
versed by their successors, and is, 
therefore, final, that all ruturc differ- 
ences between ourselves and the 
United States will be settled by arbi- 
tration, or at least without resort to 
arms. When the alliance of the three 
emperors was in its strongest force, 
and at a moment when the rulers of 
Russia and of Prussia were acting 
together in everything and swearing 
eternal friendship. Russia built her 
quadrilateral in Northwestern Poland, 
and Prussia expended vast sums upon 
the fortifications of Konlgsberg. The 
military and naval advisers of gov- 
ernments take, indeed, but little ac- 
count of temporary friendships, how- 
ever close. It is their duty as pru- 
dent men to prepare for a future 
which may be very different, and not 
to be caught napping by the formation 
of new groupings of the powers. Our 
government has stated in both houses 
of parliament that "when war breaks 

out," or. less clumsily, "when need 
arises," men ami machinery for our 
West Indian and American dockyards 
"will he sent out."

Militiamen Busy 

At Waoiulay 



Col. English Compliments Com 
panies Which Engaged In 
Infantry Attack, 



Competition for Prior Cup To 
riitfht With Kegulatloti ad- 
vice Ammunition. 
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The Fifth Regiment, C. A., will 
tin lull Us work at the camp at Macau- 
Point tomorrow evening. The mili- 
tiamen have spent a busy time while 
under canvas, for, despite an impres- 
sion held by some, camp life la not a 
time of fun and frolic, but bard work 
under service conditions tu lit the 
citizen soldiers for duty .should the 
occasion arise when their services 
wlP be needed. Last night wa.s one 
of hard work. While four companies 
were engaged In a splendid exhibition 
of skirmishing work and general in- 
fantry attack, other companies were 
tiring from the fort with the .six-Inch 
guns, fitted with Morris tubes for the 
one-inch ammunition, at a moving 
target towed at a distance) varying 
from l,oo() to 1,500 yards. Details 
were also engaged with the Maxims 
and In signaling. The signalers are 
completing an examination conducted 
by Lieut. Pall, of the imperial fortes. 

Last night Col. English, ft. E., com- 
manding the garrison at Work Point, 
as inspecting officer witnessed an at- 
tack on a (duster of rocks defended by 
Nos. :i and -I companies, commanded 
by Captains Langley and Winsby. 
The attack was delivered by Nos. 1 
and 2 companies, under Captains Car- 
rie and Angus. The defenders were 
posted on the rocks, with two ad- 
vanced forces thrown out on gome de- 
tached rocks about a hundred yards 
distant, with an Intervening open 
space. The attacking party made a 
wide detour before commencing, then 
advanced, banking movements being 
carried on to divert the attention of 
the defenders. Tbe attack was well 
! carried out, under service methods. 
At the close of the attack, Col. Eng- 
ilish addressed the massed companies, 
and, after pointing out the good 
points of attack and defence and the 
errors of both — he being assisted In 
forming his conclusions by notes fur- 
nished by Capt. Ryan, who accom- 
panied the attacking companies — 
the officer commanding the gar- 
rison complimented the militiamen 
on the good showing they made. He 
said that, while it would be difficult 
for o force no stronger than that of 
the defenders to take such a position 
.as was held, the attacking party had 
delivered Us .attack In the best man- 
ner open to It, and he complimented 
tbe officers on their plan, and the 
men because of the way they had 
carried It out. The defenders were 
also praised, as well as criticized for 
their use of advanced positions from 
which retirement was difficult. An- 
other point made by the Inspecting 
officer was to caution the attacking 
party from climbing to the tops of 
eminences while advancing, as by 
doing so they exposed themselves 
more. On the whole, however, they 
had shown themselves very adept In 
taking cover, nnd he was very well 
pleased with the showing they made. 
I In the fort the gunners made good 
■ practice, although they were unfortu- 
nately delayed for a short time be- 
cause of tbe breaking of tbe hawser 
.between lowboat and target. They 
fired well, however. The Maxim crews 
[also made good practice with the 



quick-firers. Tonight, for the first 
time since they have been in camp, 
the gunners will train with the regu- 
lar service ammunition, the Morris 
tubes benlg taken from the guns and 
six-Inch ammunition used. A moving 
target will be towed at a distance 
ranging from 1,500 yards, signalers 
being stationed on the towboat to 
transmit the scores to the range offi- 
cers. The plan carried out tonight, 
Instead of tbe regular firing that has 
been carried on during the past few 
days of practice, will be for each of 
the different gun crews to fire ten 
minutes, and the company making the 
most hits in the ten minutes will win. 
Hits only will count, the number of 
shots taken, few or many, not being 
considered. The competition is aimed 
not only to secure rapid, but also 
accurate, firing. Tomorrow night also 
tiring will be carried on with service 
ammunition, and Lieut. -Col. Hall is 
most anxious that all small boats be 
kept from tho vicinity of Fort Macau- 
lay so that the practice is not de- 
layed.

Sir Frank Russell freely chal- 
lenges the reliance of the Premier upon 
the ability of the volunteer forces to 
stand against disciplined Continental 
troops, and voices the opinion, erroneous, 
perhaps, of many Englishmen thai <ler 
many is ihe nation from which England 
has most cause to apprehend an attempt 
at Invasion.

May Be Avoided 



frr. Instructive Address Delivered 
by Dr. Davie at the Miyh 
School. 

Slow the Disease Is Spread and 
the Duty of the General 
Public. 



Following- lsl the wry Instructive 
and interesting address delivered at 
the High school by Dr. J. C. Davie: 

"By tuberculosis Is meant all that class 
of disease which is caused by the tuber- 
cle bacillus or germ. Amongst such ills- 
eases are consumption, hip disease, tuber- 
cular meningitis, tubercular peritonitis, 
etc. Dr. Ernest Hall lias explained to you 
4n his lecture Uie bacteriology of this dis- 
ease, and with what he has told you I 
agree. But when Dr. Hull speaks of Ike 
lnndvisablllty of drunu- the boys of the

often Impossible, and must of necessity be 
limited to individuals. 

"Prevention, however, Is the remedy for 
tuberculosis. It goes without saying that 
Infinitely greater good can be accomplish- 
ed by preventing the multitude from con- 
tracting the disease than by curing Indiv- 
idual cases. The tlrst necessity In Inaug- 
urating this work of the prevention of 
tuberculosis, and perhaps the main rem- 
edy. Is to educate the people. 'The public 
must know certain plain facts as regards 
the disease. They must be made aware of 
the fact that the expectoration, or what 
Is spat up, by consumptives, Is full of 
germs, contains millions of germs, which 
produce the disease, that the deposit of 
expectoration or spit In public places Is 
the main source of supply of the germs, by 
meaus of which the disease is sown broad- 
east, and that such spitting constitutes a 
crime against the safety of the public. 

"Again, the public must be educated up 
to the fact that milk and the meat obtain- 
ed from tuberculosis animals Is a common 
source of the dissemination or these germs. 
The legislature should pass laws, or a law, 
making spitting, unless under ecrtlnn con- 
ditlons, a serious offence, a crime, hi fact. 
The law should enact that if a person Is 
obliged to expectorate because he Is a 
consumptive, the expectoration or spit 
should be received In rags or cloths which 
run be burnt; or. better still. In a pocket 
cuspidor, cleansed thoroughly and dlsln- 
focted. The law should further enact that 
all spitting as it occurs at the present day, 
promiscuously, anywhere and everywhere, 
must cease entirely. The public must un- 
derstand the reason for such legislation. 
When they realize the need for such a law 
they will approve of It and aid In carrying 
it Into effect.

Af- 
ter people arrive at a certain age, enter- 
taining opinions which they have held all 
their lives, It Is a difficult thing for them, 
in spite of the most clear evidence, to give 
up those opinions and accept new ones. 
For that reason it is considered that to ac- _ 

quaint the rising generation with the true ease being absolutely prevent Ible by tlies 
facts concerning tuberculosis is a duty of means 
the utmost Importance. The young have 
their opinions to form, they have to learn, 
not to unlearn. 'Tuberculosis, as Dr. Hull 
bus told you, Is caused by tubercle bacilli 
or germs, which are supposed by most peo- 
ple to be a small form of animal life. This 
Is not correct, for the germ Is a microsco- 
pic plant. These germs get Into the human 
body by being inhaled, and nlso by being 
taken Into the body iu the shape of food. 
The main sources of these germs are the 
expectoration, or what Is spat up by peo- 
ple who have tubercular disease of the 
lungs, that Is, consumption, aud the milk 
tuberculous cows, us the milk of such 



take 



cows frequently contains the germs. These 
germs may attack every organ la the hu- 
man body — the brain, the lungs, the abdo- 
men, the joints, the bones, etc. Where It 
is possible to remove by surgical means 
the deposit of germs, a very fair cure of- 
ten results. On the other hand, where the 
germs attack the brain death Is the In- 
evitable result. Where they attack the 
lungs, which organ does not lend itself 
to surgical treatment, there is a long tight 
between the disease and the vitality of the 
patient for the mastery, often resulting In 
the death of the Individual bo attacked. 
The old computation regarding the fre- 
quencv of tubercular disease is that In 
round numbers SO per cent, of all human 
beings nr.- more or 1,-ss affected by tuber- 
culosis in one form or other; that eight per 
cent, die rrom the disease, while the re- 
maining -12 per cent, lead lives of seml-ln- 
valldlsm. Such people are never strong 
and are always more or less delicate. The

The main In- 
structions would be to live continuously in 
the open air and consume all the cood, 
nourishing food that he can eat. Ills duty 
towards his family is that he should care- 
fully and conscientiously spit Into a recep- 
tacle, such ns 1 have already mentioned, 
the conteuts of which should he burned at. 
least every twelve hours, and the vessel 
thoroughly cleansed and disinfected, or If 
cloths are used — these should be burned. 
'Thus would the bacilli which he produces 
from his own body be safely destroyed.

Chinese papers received by the Em- 
press of China yesterday contain much 
regarding ihe proposed boycott of Am- 
erican goods. The Shanghai Times says: 
Tlie Chinese gentry nave chosen an 
opportune time, m which to put on t ■- 
cord a strenuous protest against the ex- 
clusion of their nationals from tlie Unit- 
ed States. During tlie past year there 
has been a ieinar„nb!e over production of 
American wares, particularly cotton 
piece gouds, and tlie American exporter 
has cast longing eyes upon China as a 
desirable liold to unload goods upon. Ac 
the same time, the American government 
is about to prohibit the entry of not only 
Ihe laboring classes, but reputable mer- 
chants and students. 

Tlie trade between China and America 
is large and steadily increasing. Many 
Chinese merchants have financial inter- 
est in the large Oriental hongs in Am- 
erica, which often necessitiiteo a visit to 
that country, if the President should 
sign the present lull, in many eases the 
business iii America would of necessity 
have to be left to others.

It was also unanimously voted to boy- 
cott all American goods: refuse to un- 
load American cargo from si earners ; to 
place no orders for goods in America, 
and lo urge the imperial government not 
io grant passports to ihe interior or eon- 
cessions to American citizens, should the 
Exclusion Ait go into force. To this 
end o; her . o niiiittees « ere appointed nnd 
instructed to make the necessary ar- 
rangements to carry out these resolu- 
tions upon the signing of the n.-t. 

Dm Sunday, 14th inst., th" Eukieti 
Guild met at their guild hall.
